When in Doubt, Stay Out! 
  Avoid swimming, fishing or letting your children or pets play in bodies of water that: 

• Smell bad 
• Look discolored 
• Have foam, scum or algal mats on the surface  

Monitoring at 6 sites by boat in Lake Anna above Rt. 208 and 1 site at the State Park beach occurred 

on 7/31/2023. Results for one site in the Upper North Anna Branch, which represents the waterbody 

from the headwaters of North Anna River to the Rte. 522 bridge, indicated cyanobacteria were at 

unsafe levels.  Final lab toxin results are pending.  The HAB map and this status report have been 

updated and are posted at www.SwimHealthyVA.com. The next sample event is anticipated for on or 

about August 15 (weather dependent).
